Dear Renee: 

It was so lovely to see you today and catch up on life with you. I wanted to take this opportunity to present 
a project to Councilmember Ryu on behalf of the Hollywood Media BID. The Hollywood Media BID has 
been in existence since 2000 and just renewed for an additional 10 years ending in 2024. One of the 
major thoroughfares through the BID is Highland Avenue where there are six (6) medians that are in 
desperate need of rehabilitation between Melrose (south) to Fountain (north). Currently the medians are 
overgrown, missing plant materials and constantly having irrigation problems. The cost to maintain them 
exceeds there value to the BID. I am proposing to remove all the plant material (just keep the Palms), 
replant with drought tolerant plants, and of course upgrade the irrigation to a drip system. 

Since the BID is on a fixed revenue stream (assessments from property owners), there is no way that we 
can financially rehabilitate the medians without assistance from the City or the City Family. This is where I 
need your help. When you come to Hollywood, please take a drive up Highland Avenue (from Melrose to 
Fountain) and view the current condition of the medians. Let me know your thoughts and if Councilmember 
Ryu would be interested in participating with the BID Community. I really believe that this is a worthwhile 
project where it would be a win win for the City.
